1975  been  charcacterized  by  the  extivity  engendered  to 
inplement  the  changes  foreshadowed  by  the  legisla^tion  for 
reorganisation  of  Local  Ocvernnient  and  the  Rational  Health  Service 
on  1st  April  1974*  A  new  ilanagenent  structure  hax  been  crea^ted  in 
shadow^  fern  for  the  national  !ieai,lth  Service?  Preventaitive 
Medicine  and  Curative  Medicine  wall  come  under  the  same 
administrative  arrangements  and  hopefully  will  work  more  closely 
together  for  the  benefit  of  all  pa^tionts. 


1893  was  the  year  of  the  first  ininual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  which  I  have  in  my  possession,  the  population  of 
the  Borough  was  then  I396O50  That  year  the  IleaJth  Coiiimittee  closed 
five  private  surface-  v/ells  when  their  water,  on  analysis,  proved 
to  be  unfit  for  drinking  or  domestic  purposes  and  they  were  very 
concerned  about  the  inadequate  sewerage  system  of  the  rapidly  g'rowing 
town.  There  was  an.  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  11 4?  a  Bea-th  Rate  of 
14*5  G.nd  a  Birth  Rate  of  29  against  1973  figures  of  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  23?  Death  Rate  of  9*3  end  Birth  Rate  of  11.6  in  a  present  day 
population  of  162,190. 

1893  saw  151  cases  of  typhoid,  6  cases  of  smallpox  and  "a 
certain  amiount'^  of  diphtheria^  ■  nil  these  illnesses  were  absent 'in  the 
Borough  in  1973?  "but  we  now  have  illnesses  of  affluence  and  over 
indulgence,  such  as  coronary  hea.rt  disease  and  lung  cancer,  roother 
than  the  infectious  diseases  whose  spread  was  largely  controlled  by 
improving  the  general  environment  and  ensuring  pure  water  and 
efficient  sewerage.  Our  "Hew**  epidemics  pose  a  challenge  to  the 
reorganised  health  services  and  all  workers  for  the  Public  Health 
will  hope  to  successfully  meet  that  challenge  in  the  future  in  the 
new  organlsa^tion. 


It  is  in  some  v/ays  sad  to  say  goodbye  to  the  familiar  methods 
of  working,  to  the  members  of  the  Local  authority,  and  to  the 
professional  colleagues  who  wall  still  work  in  the  Loca.l  Authority 
controlling  the  Environmental  Health  Services,  but  the  opportunities 
for  improvement  imder  the  reorganised  Health  Service  must  be  grasped 
and  fully  exploited.

1973  was  an  improved  year  weatherwise  at  Southend-on~3ea. 
for  outdoor  leisure  pursuits  v/ith  the  highest  amount  of  sunshine 
recorded  since  I96I.  Mean  shade  temperature  and  sunny  days  were 
also  above  the  average,  whilst  rainfall,  the  number  of  rainy  days, 
snowdays  and  fog  days  were  below  average* 


The  beginning  of  the  year  was  better  than  normally  expected 
with  only  small  falls  of  snow  on  five  occousions  during  the  first 
four  months*  Increa.sed  sunshine  especially  in  February  and  March 
and  less  fog  helped  to  ’’shorten"  the  winter. 


April  will  be  remembered  for  the  strong  cold  winds,  but 
v/armer  da.ys  were  experienced  from  mid-May*  June  had  the  most  sunshine

Tlie  year  under  review  was  a  very  busy  one  in  work  on  the  two 
Health  Centres,  the  filrst  the  Central  Health  Centre  at  Milton  Street 
and  the  second,  the  Health  Centre  at  Kent  Elms* 

Central-  Health  Centre,  MLlton  Street 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  report  the  project  received  the 
Mim.sterial  blessing  in  Febmary  1973  v;ork  commenced  on  site  during 
the  Summer  of  1973®  Reasonable  progress  was  maintained  although  due 
to  shortage  of  materials  I  understand  that  at  the  time  of  writing  there 
is  a  likely  delay  in  completion<. 

Nevertheless,  work  has  started  and  the  construction  of  the 
underground  car  park  is  well  ahead  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  steady 
progress  so  far  achieved  can  be  continuedo 

Kent  Elms  Health  Centre 

Again,  work  started  on  this  project  in  the  early  Autumn  and 
it  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  a  steady  progress  again  has  been 
maintained*  This  particular  project  is  rather  more  difficult  for 
various  reasons  than  the  Central  Health  Centre,  mainly  because  the 
building  is  being  constructed  over  an  existing  Clinic  which  is  being 
used  for  normal  clinical  purposes  whilst  building  is  going  on* 

However,  disturbance  is  being  kept  at  a  minimum  and  here  again,  it  is 
hoped  that  this  progress  can  be  maintained* 

No  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  proposed 
Health  Centre  in  the  Leigh  area* 


SECTION  22  -  CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 


As  in  1972  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  infants

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  1973® 
Thus  the  total  since  1957  remains  at  9» 

Stillbirths  and  Infant  Moilality 

The  number  of  stillbirths  during  the  year  (19)  gives  a  ratio 
of  9  per  1,000  total  births.  (l972  ratio  v/as  15  per  1,000  total 
births) o 

The  number  of  infant  deaths,  i.e.  under  1  year  was  22,  giving 
a  ratio  of  10.5  per  1,000  live  births.  Of  these  22  who  died  in  the 
first  year,  l6  died  within  the  first  week  of  life  and  a  further  2 
within  4  weeks  of  birth. 

Combining  the  stillbirth  figure  with  figures  for  dearths  within 
the  first  month  of  living  gives  a  peri-natal  mortality  rate  of  17  per 
1,000  total  births. 

Blood  Examinations 

Routine  examination  is  undertaken  for  A^B.O.  and  Rh.  grouping, 
Rh  antibodies  and  haemoglobin.  The  V.DoR.L.  test  (approximating  to 
the  Wassermann  Reaction  Test)  is  also  made.  There  were  no  positive 
reactions  in  the  1,236  tests.

The  pattern  of  midwifery  did  not  change  mucho  Unfortunately 
Miss  V.F.  Dermott,  who  had  been  with  the  Authority  for  15  years,  had 
to  retire  prematurely  because  of  ill-health  and  Miss  Herbert  left  to 
take  up  another  appointment.  We  were  fortunate  in  recruiting  two 
Midwives  to  replace  them  and  also  fill  the  long-standing  vacancy. 

The  year  ended  with  a  total  of  twelve  Midwives. 

The  pre-packed  sterilised  delivery  bags  are  fully  appreciated 
by  their  users  and  the  pocket  radios  are  undoubtedly  the  best  means 
of  communication. 

Once  again  many  Midwives  from  other  countries  have  visited  the 
Department,  also  Midwives  from  the  statutory  refresher  course  which  is 
held  in  Westclif f-on-Sea  twice  a  year. 

We  continue  to  train  student  Midwives  and  all  were  successful 
in  passing  their  examinations.  The  students  from  the  obstetric  course, 
held  at  Rochford  Hospital,  also  came  into  the  community  for  observation 
visits. 


One  I'^dwife  attended  a  statutory  refresher  course. 

One  Midwife  attended  a  first  line  management  course  at  Oaklea, 
Buckhurst  Hill,  Essex,  this  being  arranged  by  the  North  East  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

There  are  now  16  Health  Visitors 
attached  to  General  Practitioner  groups.  These  appear  to  be 
functioning  satisfactorily  and  facilitating  communications,  thus 
improving  patient  care. 

Health  Education 

All  types  of  health  education  projects  -  lectures,  discussion 
groups,  etc.,  continue  to  deal  with  the  needs  and  demands  as  they 
arise.  A  number  of  Health  Visitors  are  taking  groups  in  schools 
and  giving  talks  to  various  clubs. 

Relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes  are  increasing  with  the 
Health  Visitor  and  Midwife  working  together. 

This  service  has  been  extended  to  include  husbands  during  the 
course  for  informal  discussion  and  film  showings. 

School  Nursing 

The  School  Nurses  have  continued  to  cover  their  usual  range 
of  work  which  has  increased  owing  to  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving 
age. 

Management  Courses 

Mrs.  Gov/er  -  Area  Nursing  Officer,  attended  a  Middle  Management 
Course  at  Aston  University.  Miss  Reeves,  Nursing  Officer,  attended 
a  similar  course  in  Bristol. 

Three  Health  Visitors  attended  first  line  management  courses. 

Two  Health  Visitors  attended  the  usual  statutory  refresher 
courses. 


SECTION  25--  HOME  NURSING 

With  all  District  Nurses  attached  to  General  Practitioner 
practices,  and  many  more  patients  discharged  home  early  from  hospital, 
it  is  natural  that  the  new  cases  and  visits  should  show  a  considerable 
increase.  One  interesting  point  is  the  marked  decline  of  tuberculosis 
cases.  ■  Treatments  at  the  doctors*  surgeries  shov/ed  an  increase, 
as  many  more  injections,  such  as  influenza  vaccination  and  others  were 
given.  Ear  syringing  is  done  by  District  Nurses,  prior  to 
attachment  this  treatment  was  carried  out  by  the  Doctors  themselves, 
or  by  a  Nurse  they  employed. 
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The  nursing  establishment  was  increased  by  five. 

Five  nurses  rerr  gned  and  ten  new  appointments  were  made. 

Three  Nurses  undertook  District  Nurse  training,  with  success, 
and  four  were  still  undertaking  training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Bathing  Aides  continue  to  provide  a  good  service  to  the 
elderly  or  infirm.  Recruitment  was  increased  and  21  part-time  Aides 
are  now  employed. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Marie  Curie  Night  Nursing  Service  has 
proved  invaluable  with  an  increase  of  patients  attended  -  7^  against 
27  during  1972*  Eight  nurses  are  employed. 

We  commenced  our  own  Night  Nursing  Service,  recruiting  S.R.N. * s 
and  SoEoNo’s,  This  has  proved  most  successful  and  since  its  inception 
in  July,  30  patients  have  been  nursed.  Eight  nurses  are  employed. 

Roche  Close  -  Mrs.  Wimbleton,  S.R.N.  retired  from  Roche  Close 
in  July  after  several  years*  service.  As  the  number  of  inmates  in 
that  establishment  is  reducing,  it  was  considered  that  a  part-time 
Nurse  would  be  sufficient.  Mrs.  Reeves,  S.R.N.  was  appointed. 

Incontinence  pads  -  as  in  previous  years  the  demand  has  increased, 
the  number  used  being  ^OjOOOo 


Pocket  radios  are  well-used  and  much  appreciated.  We  have 
obtained  another  twelve. 


For  the  third  year  in  succession  we  had  a  Nurse  who  had  given 
21  years*  service  to  District  Nursing.  Miss  Sheila  Cossham  received 
her  long  service  badge  which  was  presented  by  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester 
at  the  Mansion  House  in  London,  in  November. 

Students  from  local  hospitals  regularly  came  into  the  community 
for  visits  of  observation. 

During  1973  we  held  the  first  community  option  course^  four 
2nd-year  students  from  the  local  hospitals  spent  12  weeks  in  the 
community,  visiting  schools  and  clinics,  and  spending  time  with 
District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  having  talks  from 
Doctors  and  Nursing  Officers  and  doing  test  papers.  The  final  four 
weeks  were  spent  on  practical  work  under  supervision.  A  worthwhile 
experience  which  is  to  be  repeated  during  197^*

Mrs.  Clarke  and  Mrs.  Robinson,  Nursing  Officers,  attended  a  two 
week  Lower  Middle  Management  Course  arranged  by  the  Queen’s  Institute, 
an  London  and  Bristol.. 


Two  Nurses  attended  first  line  manag^-ment  courses  at  Oaklea, 
Buckliurst  Hill,  Essex,  arranged  by  the  North  East  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Two  Nurses  attended  a  course  for  practical  work  instructors  at 

Newham. 


In  September  a  two  week  In  Service  Refresher  Course  was  organised 
for  all  nursing  staff  of  the  Health  Department.  This  course  wa.s  well 
attended  and  appreciated. 

Shoeburyness  Health  C ent re 

Under  the  efficient  control  of  Miss  O’Connell  this  Centre  is 
proving  a  worthwhile  department.  The  Doctors  appreciate  the  work  of 
the  Nurses  who  work  in  the  treatment  room  -  these  girls  carried  out 
4,120  treatments  to  1,884  cases. 


The  work  carried  out  in  this  Department  is  becoming  essential  to 
the  District  Nurses  and  l^lidwives.  All  Midwives  are  supplied  with 
pre-packed  sterile  delivery  bags,  suture  removal  packs  and  E.E.D.  j)acks. 
Since  early  in  1973  all  District  Nurses  were  supplied  with  and  use 
pre-packed  sterile  dressing  packs.  There  are  3?600  available.  Strict 
control  is  kept  on  the  issuing  and  returning  of  these  packs.  Because 
of  the  increase  of  nursing  staff  and  patients  discharged  early  from 
hospital  more  packs  v/ere  needed  and  a  part-time  ancillary  worker  was 
appointed  to  assist  with  the  packing. 

Mss  O’Connell  attended  the  C.S.S.D.  Conference  in  Hastings,  in 
November. 

Liaison  Officer 

For  two.  years  the  Borough  has^  sha.red  with  S.E.  Essex  the 
services  of  a  Liaison  Officer  betv/een  hospital  and  community.  In 

November  we  appointed  out  own  Liaison  Officer,  who  will  take  up  duty 
on  1st  January  1974. 


SECTION  26  -  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Sessions  at  the  Municipal  Health  Centre  and  at  the  peripheral 
Clinics  continued  as  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  again  an  overall  reduction  of  8^  in  the  number  of 
Primary  courses  of  immunisation  (other  than  against  rubella)  completed, 
virtually  solely  due  to  decreased  attendances  at  the  Council’s  Clinics. 
Allowing  for  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  live  births,  it  becomes 
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apparent  that,  slov/ly,  the  attachir.ento  of  health  visitors  to  general 
practitioners*  surgeries  is  decreasing  the  attractiveness  of  Local 
Authority  iramunisation  clinics  where  a  mother  will  see  a  nurse  other 
than  her  own  health  visit or o 


Reinforcing  doses  fell  from  6,359  to  59805,  a  reduction  of 
Those  given  at  the  clinics,  in  contrast  to  last  year,  fell 
hy  519  ond  those  by  general  practitioners,  less  alarmingly,  by  35 
doses. 


The  apparent  large  decrease  (from  928  to  61)  in  the  number  of 
vaccinations  against  rubella  was  caused  by  an  alteration  (from  the 
Autumn  term  to  the  Spring  term)  in  the  timing  of  our  visits  to 
secondary  schools  where  protection  is  offered  to  girls  in  their 
12th  year. 

Primary  vaccinations  against  smallpox  of  children  under  15 
continued  to  decline  -  391  compeared  with  498  in  1972 »  Re-vaccinations, 
however,  rose  from  192  to  691,  due  no  doubt,  to  travelling  requirements 
arising  from  the  declaration  in  April  of  London  as  a  Smallpox  Infected 
Area. 

Va ccina.ti on  of  Travellers  Pro ceeding  Ab road 

Protection  against  cholera,  typhoid,  tetanus,  yellow  fever  and 
smallpox  continued  to  be  available «  In  all,  2,55'^  vaccinations 
were  perfonned,  1,253  of  these  against  smallpox  -  double  the  number  given 
in  1972.  Other  vaccinations  rose  by  a  thirdo 

In  June,  arising  out  of  our  e^pieriences  during  the  London 
episode,  it  was  decided  to  limit  clinic  vaccinations  against  smallpox 
to  bona  fide  travellers  visiting  an  area  of  the  world  where  smallpox 
is  endemic  or  a  country  where  a  smallpox  eradication  programme  is  in 
progress n  All  other  persons  requesting  vaccination  were  referred  to 

their  general  practitioners  for  advice. 


SECTION  27  -  AMBUUINCE  SERVICE 


For  the  purposes  of  comparison  the  form  of  tables  appended  to 
this  section  of  the  report  has  not  been  changed. 

In  spite  of  the  industrial  disputes  which  affected  British  Rail 
and  various  Ambulance  Services  during  the  year,  and  the  threat  of  fuel 
rationing,  mileage  increased  byOu57/^a^d  patients  by  3'>47%. 

Only  one  helicopter  journey  was  necessary,  at  a  cost  of  £289*30p* 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  have  not  yet  issued 
their  Ambulance  Cost  Statement  for  the  year  ended  31st  March  1973 j  and, 
therefore,  it  is  not  possible  to  compare  Southend *s  costs  with  those 
of  other  Local  Authorities  as  in  previous  years. 

SECTION  28  -  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE  - 
TUBERCULOSIS 

Dr.  E.G.  Sita-Lumsden  reports  that  201  new  contacts  were 
examined  at  the  Chest  Clinic  during  the  year,  representing  a  substantial 
reduction  on  the  previous  year  when  483  contacts  were  seen.  None  of 
the  new  contacts  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  Contacts 
of  patients  made  428  attendances. 
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There  were  20  households  in  the  Borough  in  which  an  individual 
was  known  to  be  excreting  mycobacterium  tuberculosis  at  some  time 
during  the  year, 

(a)  13  were  positive  for  the  first  time 

(b)  6  were  relapsed  patients  known  to  have  been  positive  in 
the  past 

(c)  1  was  a  known  positive  case® 


The  responses  were;- 

(a)  9  v/ere  rendered  sputum  negative;-  1  remained  positive  and 
3  died 

(b)  6  were  rendered  sputum,  negative 

(c)  1  was  rendered  sputum  negativeo 


Demands  on  the  Home  Nursing  Service  for  home  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  patients  continued  to  decline.  This  year  only  7  patients 
were  involved;  4l7  home  nursing  visits  were  paid  to  them,  A  daily 
issue  of  one  jpint  of  milk  was  made  to  4  patients,  1  fewer  than  in  1972 
978  visits  were  paid  by  Mrs,  C,  Wilson,  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor, 
who  cuLso  made  672  visits  to  patients  v;ith  other  chest  diseases  and 
attended  an  a^verage  of  5  sessions  at  the  Clinic  each  montho 

Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee 

This  Committee,  which  is  composed  of  members  nominated  by  the 
Health  Committee  and  by  the  Southend-on-Sea  and  District  Guild  of 
Help,  continued  to  meet  through  the  year  and  give  financial  assistance 
to  a  small  number  of  cases « 


In  June  1973  ^  proposal  was  put  to  me  by  the  new  Secretary  of 
the  Southend-on-Sea  Guild  of  Help,  Mr,  Colin  George,  that  the  needs 
of  the  patients  would  possibly  be  better  served  if  the  monies  held  by 
the  Guild  on  behalf  of  the  Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee  were 
incorporated  into  an  Exceptional  Needs  Account  of  the  Guild  of  Help, 

I  had  his  assurance  that  any  would-be  applicants  to  the  Tuberculosis 
After-Care  Committee  would  receive  the  utmost  considerationo 
Mto  George *s  proposal  was  that  a  sub-committee  of  the  Guild  should 
be  set  up  consisting  of  the  Chairman  and  two  members,  together  with 
the  General  Secretary  and  the  Assistant  Secretary  to  administer  the 
Exceptional  Needs  Account  and  in  urgent  cases  the  Chairman  would  have 
to  acto  The  full  General  Committee  would  receive  reports  of  the 
sub- commit  tee s  v;orko 

I  reported  on  this  proposal  to  the  meeting  of  the  Health 
Committee  held  in  September  1973  and  the  Committee  agreed  that  the 
Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee  be  dissolved  and  that  its  functions 
and  funds  be  transferred  to  the  Exceptional  Needs  Committee  of  the 
Southend-on-Sea  and  District  Guild  of  Helpc 

I  would  not  like  the  demise  of  this  Committee  to  pass  without 
the  highest  possible  tribute  being  paid  to  the  sterling  work  which  has 
been  done  over  many  years  by  the  Committee,  Though  of  late  the  number 
of  cases,  thankfully,  have  been  greatly  diminishing,  at  the  inception 
of  the  Health  Service  in  1948,  the  amount  of  ^b^jiQijiess”  dealt  with  by 
the  After-Care  Committee  was  very  great  indeed.  I  am  sure  it  is  true 
to  say  that  the  work  of  this  Committee  over  many  years  has  been 
instrumental  in  alleviating  some  of  the  hardships  of  unfortunate 
patients  who  have  suffered  from  tuberculosis. 
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It  is,  therefore,  with  groat  pleasure  that  I  pay  the  highest 
possible  tribute  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  CoicjDittee  and  to  the 
varioTis  members  who  have  done  such  excellent  work  over  the  years  and 
ad.so  I  would  like  to  tharlr  the  Southend‘-on~Sea  Civic  Guild  of  Help  for 
admiristoring  the  Coinmittoe  so  ably  in  the  paste  ThanJrs  to  the  great 
advances  in  medical  science  and  techniques  the  work  of  the  Committee 
has  diminished  to  such  a  very  small  amount-.  This  indeed  is  progress 
which  it  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report*

As  stated  in  last  yearns  annual  report,  Heaf  testing  is  now 
offered  in  year  3  only  in  secondary  schools  and  negative  and  grade  1 
reactors  are  vaccinated*  This  is  the  first  year  that  we  have 
vaccinated  grade  1  reactors  but  this  change,  which  is  advised  by  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social-  Security,  was  becoming  more  and  more 
apparent  over  the  years  through  research  and  note  has  been  made  in 
previous  Annual  Reports  about  this. 

One  further  change  in  the  routine  was  made  during  the'  year. 

For  some  years  children  who  had  been  previously  vaccina.ted  or  thought 
to  have  been  previously  vaccinaged  who  gave  a  negative  result  to  the 
Heaf  test  at  school,  were  subsequently  tested  with  a  Mantoux  1:100 
solution.  The  acceptance  rate  for  the  Mantoux  testing  had  fallen  so 
low  that  we  decided  the  best  procedure  would  be  simply  to  vaccinate 
and  omit  the  Mantoux  testing. 

There  was  a  slight  reduction  in  the  acceptance  rate  -  from  95 <>3^ 
in  1972  to  9^-2^  this  year.  The  natural  positive  rate  also  fell  by 
0.4l^o  Subsequent  to  the  skin  test,  X-ray  examination  v/as  arranged 
for  Grade  2,  3  sind  4  reactors,  a  facility  also  extended  to  the  families 
of  the  two  latter  groups.  In  all  cases  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Of  pupils  who  had  been  vaccinated  with  3.C.G.,  107  showed  a 
Grade  1  reaction  and  l6  a  Grade  2  reaction. 

Pupils  from  three  private  schools  were  included  in  the  B.C.G. 
vaccination  scheme;  58  v^ere  tested,  none  of  whom  gave  a  natural 
positive  reaction.  Of  this  school  population  8.6%  had  already  been 
vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 

Chiropody  Service 

The  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  patients  by  chiropodists  in 
their  own  surgeries  continued.  The  v/aiting  time  for  new  patients  is 
6/8  v/eeks.

Once  more  it  was  noted  that  the  clinics  were  kept  busy  by 
women  who  had  had  a  test  five  years  previously  and  who  were  anxious 
to  have  a  repeat  test*  In  June  an  additional  clinic  was  opened  to 
help  reduce  the  waiting  list.  By  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
550  women  on  the  waiting  list  for  a  five  year  repeat  test,  but  there 
v/as  no  waiting  list  for  women  who  were  applying  for  a  test  for  the 
first  time.

By  the  end  of  the  year  five  clinics  per  month  were  being  held 
at  Westborough  Road  Clinic  and  one  clinic  per  month  at  Thorpedene 
Clinic.  Two  doctors  attend  each  clinic. 

Again  it  is  to  be  noted  that  although  these  are  well “women 
clinics,  many  of  the  women  attending  required  medical  advice,  and 
in  some  cases  referral  to  their  gene  rail  practitioner  for  treatment  and 

follov/«-up  of  a  variety  of  conditions.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  v-zas  no  major  outbreak  of  epidemic  disease  during  this  year* 
During  the  winter  months,  as  is  now  quite  usual,  certain  schools  suffered 
outbreaks  of  winter  vomiting  disease*  This  is  a  ''^irus  disease  for  which 
there  is  no  specific  treatment,  prevention  of  spread  being  attained 
through  increased  ventilation  and  precise  personal  hygiene  within  schools 
and  homes*  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  widely  involved*

Rather  disappointing  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  ~  767  against  270  last  yearo  We  were  due  for  a  peak  year  and 
maybe  this  i.s  the  cause  of  the  increase o  Considering  that  we  have  been 
vaccinating  against  measles  from  1968,  the  measles  vaccination  campaign 
does  not  come  up  to  expectations,  but  Southend  is  no  different  from 
tlie  national  findings «  All  efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  encourage 
people  to  accept  vaccination,  and  Soutliend’s  rate  of  acceptance  is 
above  the  average  of  fignres  quoted  nationally  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security o 

Smallpox  was  notified  in  London  in  April,  there  being  two  deaths 
amongst  contacts o  The  origin  was  a  laboratory  worker  accidentally 
inoculated*  Considerable  work  was  involved  because  Southend  residents 
in  quite  large  numbers  were  contacts  through  the  place  of  work  in 
Basildon*  From  10th  March  to  13th  May  we  were  involved  in  advice, 
vaccination,  contact  tracing  and  dealing  with  patients  who  reacted  to 
vaccination  (three  were  admitted  v/ith  eczema  vaccinatum)*  Towards  the 
end  of  the  period,  no  doubt  due  to  increased  awareness  of  airport  and 
seaport  staff,  three  "scare  cases"  increased  the  volume  of  work*  Extra 
clinics  were  run  during  the  period  because  overseas  countries  were 
requiring  current  international  certificates  from  British  travellers, 
often  despite  the  fact  that  they  had  never  been  in  the  officially 
designated  infected  area® 

Cholera  -  outbreaks  occurred  in  1973  in  Tunisia  and  Italy* 

Such  outbreaks,  particularly  at  holiday  times,  cause  a  heavy  load  to 
fall  on  medical  officers,  nurses  and  airport  administrative  staff, 
since  international  certificates  are  required  for  travellers  to  those 
countries.
